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The Church of St. Castor, foHnded in 83G, is a Ro¬ 
manesque building with four square towers, which stands in a 
prominent position opposite the quay at the junction of the 
Rhine and Moselle. The church in its present form was 
erected during the 12 th century, consecrated in 1208 and 
has recently been carefully restored. It possesses a fine Gothic 
groined roof. 
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
